of a senate munitions committee depo- 
sition that Elliott Roosevelt, son of the 
president, had contracted to sell air- 
planes abroad was termed Thursday 
by Senator Clark (Dem., Mo.) "as 
cheap a political trick as has been seen 
in years." 


Clark, a member of the committee, 


said in a telegram to Chairman Nye 
(Rep., N. D.) he was "amazed" by 
Nye's action in releasing the affidavit 
which attributed to Anthony H. G. 
Fokker, 
former European 
airplane 


builder, a statement he had agreed to 
pay young Roosevelt $500,000 commis- 
sion on an expected sale of 50 military 
planes to Russia. 


Nye defended his action as having 


"utter justification" but added he had 
acted upon his own initiative. He said 
he had been prompted by allegations 
in an aviation magazine that the com- 
mittee was withholding evidence. 


Earlier, Roosevelt had denied that 


the contract, made in 1934, involved 
military planes and asserted he had 
never received a dollar under its terms. 
Although Fokker was quoted as saying 
Roosevelt had been paid ?5,000 cash in 
conclusion of the contract, the presi- 
dent's son said the money went to a 
salesman associate. 


Clark, asserting the committee had 


voted unanimocsly "nearly two years 
ago" that the Fokker deposition war- 
ranted no further investigation, said in 
his telegrtm to Nye: 


"As you know, the committee took 


this action not because of anything 
discreditable to Mr. Elliott Roosevelt, 
and not because of any desire on the 
jart of any member of the committee 
o protect anybody or conceal any per- 
incnt fact,, but solely because com- 
mittee had neither time, money, nor 
nclination to go off on wild goose 
chases having nothing to do with leg- 
timate scope of our investigation."

fice spokesman said, "if one consid- 
ers frankly the expressed disillusion- 
ment over the fact that the cause of 
the Spanish Popular Front—despite 
support given it—is not making the 
military progres hoped for in Mos- 
cow." 
A spokesman expressed the Foreign 


Office's view as believing that the 
powers at least had been successful in

localizing the Spanish conflict, but that 
Moscow's move "which thinly veiled 
a threat of official intervention in 
Spain" created danger of the very 
complications which the non-interven- 
tion agreement was designed to pre- 
vent. 


A spokesman expressed astonishment 


that the Soviet Union, "of all powers," 
should feel itself competent to ap- 
pear in the role of a denouncer. It 
was, he said "hardly sincere" that 
Soviet Russia should "accuse other 
states of doing what it, itself, has 
long been doing." 


"The whole world." he declared, 


"understands perfectly Moscow's Jin- 
terest in the Bolshevizbtion of Spain!"

Nerve Irritation and Gulping of Food Are Among 


Causes of Hiccups

When one breathes, the diaphragm 
' contracts. The diaphragm is a large 


muscle separating the abdominal cav- 


' ity from, that of the chest. Movements 


of the diaphragm are controlled by a 
nerve which passes down to it from 
the upper part of the spinal cord in the 
region of the neck. 


If this nerve is irritated at any point, 


the stimulation brought about by the 
irritation causes the constant spasm 
or contraction -of the diaphragm, re- 
Suiting in ahiccup. 


Ti»e nerves are, of course, associated 


also with a central control in the brain. 


X Abscesses or irritation resulting from 
'inflammation of the tissues around

"' continued periods'of hiccupping.

to emotional causes, with a hysterical 


^element. Such hiccups will not stop 
-until the emotional reaction is broken 


at some point. 


Everybody has his own cure for or- 


dinary hiccups. In emotional cases, 
the remedy may be a fixing of the at- 
tention on some new object or interest. 
Even in the physical cases, the shifting 
of attention may lower the threshold 
of irritation and thus bring about ces- 
sation of the hiccups. 


Some common superstitions are that 


hiccups may be cured by standing in 
a comer and counting to 100, pressing 
on the upper lip, pressing on the roof 
of the mouth, taking five or seven sips 
of water, eating a dry piece of bread, 
or some similar simple performance. 


In persistent cases, doctors may wash 


out the stomach, prescribe narcotics 
or sedatives that will lower the thresh- 
old of irritation and give temporary 
relief, give enemas or doses of oil to 
clean out the entire intestinal tract, or 
attack the problem in some such man- 
ner. 


Babies frequently have hiccups after 


swallowing food too rapidly with a 
considerable amount of air. If the 
baby is held on the shoulder and pat- 
fed on the back, it will expel the air 
that is causing the ihccups. 


In some Instances, hiccups are so 


Severe that they seem to threaten life 
itself, and surgical operations have 
.b^eijjjerfbmged to. cut off the stimula- 
tion* pa^smglTthrough the nerve to the 
diaphragm.

Such surgical operations are, how- 


ever, serious and are not attempted 
unless the condition has reached the 
stage in which it threatens life.

Problem Parents Face 


Discipline and punishment are two, 


separate things. 


Discipline means to make oneself do, 


or not do, things (or have somebody 
"else do them) and punishment is pen-

either of commission or omission. 


The right disciplined child will need 


little punishment But the problem 
here, the eternal problem indeed of all 
parents, is this. Can there be discip- 
line without punishment? 
• Yes. Certainly. But not always. Be- 
cause one of the necessary things to 
ingrain an diea of the pay demanded 
by infraction is often some sort of re- 
tribution. Read that over. Simple when 
you get at the roots. 


Method Depends on Child 


What do I think of whipping? Well, 


I don'v think too much of it, but I do 
think some. There are children and 
children. Some will be ruined by one 
whipping. Others will know no other 
language and will only respect a burn- 
ing skin. He is your child, so 1 can- 
not tell you.

had "many stripes laid upon them." or, 
as we would say in modern terms, 
"had been severely flogged." 


So intense was the zeal of the per- 


secutors that they had the jailer make 
.sure the prisoners could not escape. 
For his own protection as well as for 
the safe-keeping of his prisoners, the 
jailer not only thrust them into the 
inner prison, but made their feet fust 
in the stocks. 


Could prisoners in such a plight find 


any occasion for light or rejoicing? 
Here, it would seem, was a circum- 
stance that might have daunted the 
stoutest soul, but Paul and Silas, out 
of the joy and inspiration of their 
faith, were praying and singing hymns 
to God while their fellow prisoners 
listened. 


Suddenly there came a great earth- 


quake, in which the foundations were 
shaken, the doors opened, and every- 
one's bonds loosed.2 The jailer, roused 
from his sleep, and seeing the prison 
doors open, was about to kill himself 
when Paul cried loudly, "Do thyself 
no harm, for we arc all here."
